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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 22,23,25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Van Mill (5,590,721). 

Van Mill discloses a seed preparation implement including a mainframe, a 
plurality of plow shanks and a plurality of rotating discs of a disc gang, with the disc 
gang angle being adjustable through a range of at least 3 degrees. Van Mill also 
discloses the disc gang including a pin that slides within an elongated slot 1 19,121, with 
the other end of the disc gang being pivotally connected (non numbered, but shown in 
figure 2) to member 102, to pivot about a vertical axis. Van Mill further discloses the 
use of an actuator 137 for raising and lowering the disc support beam. Given the 
structure of Van Mill, the claimed method steps would inherently be performed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claim 22 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Regarding dependent claim 25, 
applicant argues that Van Mill fails to teach or suggest an actuator the extends between 
the "mainframe" and the main beam of the gang assembly, consistent with the 
understanding of the term "mainframe". Applicant's arguments however are more 
limiting than the claims themselves since the claims do not recite specific mainframe 
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structure. It is noted that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
